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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The request for reconsideration has been fully 
considered. The after-final amendment has been entered in full. Applicant's amendments to the claims are sufficient to overcome the 
rejection under 35 USC 112, 1st paragraph (written description), in part. In particular, the portion of the rejection pertaining to antigen 
specificity and the particular immunogenic antigen used to produce the claimed antibody has been negated by the new amendments to the 
claims. Therefore, the written description rejection of claims 21 9-228 has been withdrawn in view of the amendments to the claims. 
However, the written description rejection of claims 177 and 210-218 is maintained for reasons of record. 

With respect to the rejection under 35 USC 103 (Walker in view of Becker), it is noted that both Walker and Becker suggest the generic use 
of anti-amyloid antibodies for therapy, such as to use such antibodies by themselves or to deliever therapeutic agents to the brain. The 
ordinary skilled artisan at the time of filing would have recognized the 10D5 antibody as useful for such purposes in view of its ability to bind 
brain amyloid-beta with high affinity. Taken together, the teachings of the Walker and Becker references render obvious a genetically- 
modified 10D5 antibody for therapeutic or diagnostic use, and therefore the rejection of claims 177, 210-213, 215-217, 219-223 and 225- 
227 is maintained. 

Applicant's arguments pertaining to the other rejections of record are substantially the same as previously presented, and therefore the 
rejections are maintained for the same reasons of record. 
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
